Sunset today was at 5 il7so it was dark 
when I left the■ big house after supper around 6 and 
between the time it took to get from the big house to 
Yucca All CanePiver had been plunged in darknessI 
assume some big cable somewhere must h^ave ^een snapped by 
bhe aforesaid tornado but those high power lines serve 
hundreds of miles and as we didn't seem to have much kreese, 

I take it the break in electrical power 
must have taken place far away. And so I 
write in utter darkness although I h a ve the big 
square white candleof a past Noel aglow in my window 
to provide a beam for nighc travelers, should any pass 
within its beam , 

I an sorry to have missed the major newscasts on some 
of the more remote stattions but fortunately that invalueable 
small radio from little Miss Lee put me in 
touch withLouisiana and texas station, enabling 
me to get theState of the Union address, 
etc., and so everything worked out just fine and 
I wasn't planning to do any work on the 
Reading Machine anyway so I r-m doing just fine.
